I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  19^6. 

Most  of  the  work  described,  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  the  deputy  has  prepared  the  majority  of  the  facts  and 
figures  for  this  report.  I  am  pleased  at  the  appointment  of  a 
student  public  health  inspector,  who  is  gaining  good  practical 
experience  in  the  Rural  District. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  TWO  THOUSANDTH  council  house  was 
completed  and  occupied. 

It  was  agreed  that  all  98  council  houses  which  were  lacking  in 
one  or  more  standard  amenities,  should  be  brought  up  to  standard  and 
all  outstanding  repairs  on  these  houses  should  also  be  done.  Work 
was  started  on  most  of  the  houses  in  1 9 66  and  completed  in  about  half 
of  them. 

The  inspection  and  improvement  of  food  premises  has  been  thoroughly 
pursued  including  road  side  cafes  on  the  main  Bristol  -  Weston-super- 
Mare,  and  Bristol  -  Bridgwater  roads. 

Public  conveniences  at  Colliter’s  Brook,  Long  Ashton,  and  at  Gleeve, 
were  erected  mainly  to  serve  people's  holiday  travelling. 

The  problem  of  brucellosis,  an  infectious  disease  of  cattle 
transmissible  to  man  by  direct  contact,  or  by  drinking  infected, 
untreated  milk,  has  been  well  considered  by  the  Council.  A  two-stage 
scheme  of  eradication  was  announced  in  Parliament  in  July,  1966;  a 
register  of  brucella-free  herds  will  be  built  up  on  a  voluntary  basis, 
by  the  Royal  Association  of  British  Dairy  Farmers.  Thereafter,  area 
eradication  schemes  will  commence,  entailing  slaughter  of  reactors  and 
payment  of  compensation.  Area  eradication,  technically,  is  a  complicated 
business  involving  milk  and  blood  sampling,  and  the  necessary  personnel 
and  laboratory  facilities  to  do  this  on  a  large  scale.  Tuberculosis 
eradication  was  far  simpler,  in  the  technical  sense. 
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Measles  is  a  disease  prevalent  mainly  in  children  and  between  half 
to  one  million  cases  occur  every  other  year,  in  England  and  Wales.  The 
average  death  rate  per  year  is  80.  Complications  of  measles  include 
acute  ear  infections,  pneumonia  and  inf  lamination  of  the  brain.  Whilst 
the  first  two  can  usually  be  well  treated,  the  latter  cannot.  It  occurs 
about  once  in  one  thousand  cases  of  measles,  the  death  rate  is  between 
5  and  10$  and  up  to  50$  of  the  survivors  suffer  varying  degrees  of  mental 
impairment . 

Thus,  if  a  measles  vaccine  can  be  found,  which  will  give  lasting 
immunity,  and  cause  considerably  less  upset  when  administered  than  the 
disease  itself,  this  will  contribute  markedly  to  the  good  health  of 
children,  and  relieve  mothers  and  doctors  of  the  work  that  measles 
involves . 

Trials  of  measles  vaccines  were  first  carried  out  in  this  country 
in  1964.  In  1966,  eight  areas,  including  Oxford  and  Bristol,  offered 
measles  vaccination,  to  those  who  had  not  had  the  disease;  in  some 
cases  from  ages  1-2,  and  in  others,  at  ages  1-10.  In  all  areas 
where  measles  vaccination  was  performed,  there  was  a  marked  reduction 
in  the  notification  of  cases,  in  early  1967.  It  remains  to  be  seen 
whether  the  notification  rates  will  continue  to  be  much  reduced  in  the 
ensuing  years.  It  seems  likely,  on  the  present  evidence,  that  measles 
vaccination  will  be  used  much  more  widely  in  this  country.  It  may  be 
possible  to  combine  this  with  other  immunising  procedures

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  supply  piped  water  throughout  the 
Long  Ashton  Rural  District  Council  area.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year.  No  form  of  contamination 
occurred  in  19 66, 

There  are  still  some  1 81  houses  not  on  mains  supply,  A  piped  supply 
was  substituted  for  well  water  in  10  houses  and  5  houses  on  spring  or 
rainwater  supply  were  connected  to  the  mains. 

In  May,  1965,  a  well  supplying  4  houses  at  Oatfield  Place,  North  Weston, 
was  found  to  be  grossly  contaminated,  A  main  was  laid  by  the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company  and  the  houses  connected  by  November,  19 66.  Water  was 
carted  to  these  houses  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department  from  May,  1  965  -  October, 
1966, 

The  laying  of  a  water  main  to  some  dozen  dwellings  at  Baekwell  Hill, 
was  started  but  delayed  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  easements. 

The  work  should  be  completed  in  19&7»

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Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  the  Yeo  Valley  Main  Drainage 
Scheme,  and  application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
G-overnment  for  loan  sanction.  Plans  and  documents  were  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  by  Messrs.  Maynard,  Proud  and  Stevens.  Kingston  Seymour  Parish 
Council  appealed  against  the  site  of  the  works  and  a  Public  Inquiry  into 
the  scheme  was  held  in  March,  1967,  the  result  of  which  is  not  yet  known. 

At  Backwell  sewage  works,  which  were  overloaded  and  persistently 
discharging  unsatisfactory  effluents,  it  was  decided  to  install,  P.V.C. 
filters  and  a  vortex  separator.  This  was  done  in  October  to  relieve  the 
overloading,  and  to  ascertain  the  performance  of  the  filters  and  the 
separator  by  frequent  sampling.  If  they  are  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
these  units,  and  other  similar  ones,  may  be  used  at  the  proposed  regional 
sewage  works  in  Kingston  Seymour. 

A  scheme  for  sewerage  and  treatment  works  for  the  Gordano  Valley 
and  Portishead,  was  commenced,  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
G-overnment  is  in  favour  of  a  joint  scheme.

An  area  in  Pill  comprising  Springfield  Road,  Churchpath  Road,  Heywood 
Road,  Heywood  Terrace,  Station  Road,  Myrtle  Hill,  Chapel  Row,  Monmouth  Road 
and  Newport  Road,  has  been  surveyed.  Of  127  dwellings,  56  were  lacking  in 
one  or  more  of  the  Standard  Amenities  which  are  a  bath,  wash  hand  basin, 
hot  water  supply,  water  closet  and  food  store.

A  survey  was  carried  out  in  August, 

as  in  the  rest 

of  the  County, 

to  ascertain  the  use  of  licensed  sites  and  the  number  of  unauthorised 
caravans  in  the  district .

General  inspections  were  carried  out  and  occupiers  were  given  information 
on  lighting,  ventilation  and  other  problems.  Architects,  before  preparing 
and  submitting  plans  for  shop  improvements,  sought  our  advice  as  to  the  various 
requirements  of  the  Act.  Similar  information  was  given  in  respect  of  catering 
establishments.  Inspections  in  appropriate  cases  were  again  combined  with 
other  legislation,  e.g.  The  Food  (Hygiene) Regulations . 

Premises  lacking  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  accommodation  or 
washing  facilities  were  provided  with  these  in  six  cases.  Minor  contraventions 
such  as  lack  of  cleanliness  etc.,  were  rectified  as  a  result  of  verbal  requests.
